A TRIUMPH OF PROTECTION. 

With cabins crowded with passengers, the 
great new American liner St. Louis put to 
sea from New York yesterday for South- 
ampton. She begins her career under the 
brightestauspices. At least three-fourths and 
perhaps four-fifths of the travelers on 
business or pleasure bent between the 
United States and Europe are American 
citizens, and all of them would naturally 
prefer to’ sail under their country’s flag, 
surrounded by the comforts and conveni- 
ences to which they have been accustomed. 
When the old Inman Company, which had 
passed into American ownership, decided to 
relinquish its generous British subsidies and 
to hoist the Stars and Stripes, its managers 
frankly said that they were not altogether 
moved by sentiment, that they believed that 
the Americanizing of their fleet would prove 
to be a good business transaction. It looks 
as if the results were certainly going to 
justify their confidence. 

For more than half of the present century 
America monopolized the cream of the 
transatlantic passenger traffic. In the old 
days of the sailing packets the American 
ships were confessedly the finest, safest, 
fastest and best appointed. And when 
steam came in the swift and splendid ves- 
sels of the Collins Line handsomely sus- 
tained American supremacy. Up to 1858, 
practically all the record breakers on the 
Western ocean flew the Yankee ensign. 
About that time the scheming pro-slavery 
politicians in Congress discovered tua. the 
mail subsidies which the United States was 
paying were dangerously increasing the 
war power of the North, where nearly all 
our splendid fleet of mail steamships were 
constructed. So, with the eager aid of the 
doughfaces, they abrogated the contracts 
with Collins and other great American 
shipowners, killed our mail lines and trans- 
ferred the monopoly of the Atlantic passen- 
ger trade to England. 

That is how our maritime prestige was 
lost. For more than 30 years there had been 
no serious and sustained effort to regain it, 
until the Fifty-first Congress—the “Czar 
Reed” Congress, Republican in both 
branches—enacted its Postal Aid law re- 
establishing the prudent and patriotic policy 
of national recognition of our steamship 
interests, which the old slayeholders had 
struck down. That legislation of March 2, 
1891, is the first step which made the build- 
ing of the St. Louis possible. This grand

Vaccine Matter—Will Try to Repeal 

Obnoxious Legislation. 

New York, June 5.—A number of physi- 
cians, laymen and women met at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel today and organized the 
Anti-Vaccination Society of America. The 
society’s object is to promote opposition to 
compulsory vaccination. 

Dr. Alexander Wilder of Newark, N. J., 
acted) as Chairman. He said that the at- 
tempt to vaccinate one against his own 
will was an outrageous violation of lib- 
erty. He had been trequently brought into 
contact with people suffering from the 
worst kind of small-pox who had been vac- 
cinated. The average physician did not 
believe in vaccination, but it paid him to 
uphold it. There was only one chance in 
24 of catching smail-pox, and why should 
the 24 be poisoned to save one? 

Montreal had her City Hall barricaded 
in attempts to vaccinate the people, and 
shortly afterward she had the worst epi- 
demic of small-pox she ever had. The 

! speaker called attention to cases where 
people. had caught loathsome diseases 
through vaccination. 

Dr. R. A. Gunn of this city said that vac- 
ecination was a gigantic fraud carried on 
for the dollars and cents in it for the health 
officers and vaccine makers, * 

Dr. J. Dobson of Bethel, Conn., introduced 
a resolution calling for. the repeal of all 
HS ace requiring compulsory vaccina- 
tion. 

The resolution was adopted. The so- 
ciety then elected Dr. Peter M. Barclay of 
Newburg, N. Y., President; Dr. M. R. Lev- 
erson, Port Richmond, S. L., Secretary;

ARMOURS ENCOUNTERED. : 


Attempted Foreclosure of a Mort- 
gage on the Tacoma Railway and 
Miotor Company Reveals a Strik- 
ing Situation —-Wrecking Purpose 
Claimed. 

San Francisco, June 5.—A special from Ta- 
coma says: In attempting to foreclose the 
$1,350,000 mortgage against the Tacoma. Rail- 
way and Motor Company, the New York 
Guaranty and Indemnity Company has en- 
countered the Armours of Chicago, P. D., 
Jr., and J. O., who. have set out, according 
to the statements of the local stockholders, 
either to compel a compromise or to show 
up the alleged’ street railway wrecking 
methods of the General Electric Company. 
Incidentally the suit. has brought out the 
misappropriation of $756,000 of the local com- 
pany’s. bonds by Paul Schulze, late Gen- 
eral Western Manager of the Land Depart- 
ment of the Northern Pacific Railroad, who 
committed suicide when his creditors 
pushed him to the. wall. 

The Armours became interested in the 
local street railway company several years 
ago, when it had $750,000 in capital stock. 
On this Schulze issued $1,500,000 in bonds, 
and disposed of $1,350,000 through the New 
York Guaranty and Indemnity Company. The 
Armours are innocent stockholders, and 
were not represented in the issue of the 
bonds. They claim the bond issue was ex- 
cessive and unwarranted. In placing these 
bonds it is alleged Schulze made use of a 
dummy syndicate. Another feature of the 
deal was the purchasing of the Suburban 
Line of the railway. for $350,000, when it 
was valued at but $60,000, besides turning 
over to the seller a bonus of $141,000. All 
this the Armour stockholders .claim was 
done in collusion. and with a view to per-

In her annual address she stated that dur- 
ing the year there had been a steady growth 
along many iines of their Work, and much 
intelligent study made of the great field 
before them. Notwithstanding the finan- 
cial pressure, the Treasurer of the woman’s 
organizations has yielded to the five na- 
tional societies $94,363 78, of which $48,679 94 
has been contributed to the Home  Mis- 
éionary Society. 'The unions have furnished 
appropriations for 97 missionaries, besides 
contributing to work among Bohemians, 
Germans and Scandinavians. “This year,” 
said Mrs. Caswell, ‘I must report for the 
first time in our history a loss instead of a 
gain in receipts, a loss of over $1500 to the 
whole work. ''wo hundred and eighty so- 
cieties have sent to our missionaries 680 
boxes and packages, together with cash 
gifts aggregating in estimated value $46,- 
26570, while all work of this kind assigned 
and reported through the Woman’s Depart- 
ment has been valued at $69,713 81. 

There are $373,081 women in the Congre- 
gational Churches today, and the contribu- 
tion per member for home missions during 
the year was 25 cents. She closed with a 
appeal for a more liberal contribution.

KENTUCKY REPUBLICANS, 


They Meet in State Convention—Con-

TREASURY CRACKED, 


A Bold Robbery of the State Treasury 
of New Hampshire—A Man Who 
Wanted a $50 Bill and One Who 
Wanted a $20 Bill Changed Sus- 
pected. 


(Special Dispatch to the Boston Journal.) 

Concord, N. H., June 5.—Friday™ night 
State Treasurer Carter’s cash balance was 
$143,192 81. Last night it was smaller, being 
some $6000 less than it should have been. A 
successful job of burglary accounts for the 
depletion. 

Last Saturday morning Deputy Treasurer 
Gerrish and a State official were in the 
Treasurer's office together engaged in gen- 
eral conversation, when a man entered, and 
coming up to the wicket near the vault, 
asked Major’Gerrish if he had a $50-bill. 

“T guess so,”’ answered the Major. 

The. man said he would like to exchange 
seme small bills for.it, and Major Gerrish, 
after examining the notes which the strang- 
er presented, took a $50 note from the cash 
drawer and passed it through the wicket. 
The stranger at once took his leave, and 
Major Gerrish remarked that he was glad 
to get rid of the $50 bill because there was 
rare call for a note of that denomination. 

Soon after this Treasurer Carter arrived 
and the $50 note incident was dismissed. Just 
before noon'\ that day the Treasury was 
closed and the Treasurer and his Deputy 
went to dinner. 

Soon afterwards Col. Carter’s wife and 
daughter drove to the rear gate of State 
House Park for him, and the daughter, 
Mrs. E. P. Comins, passed along the walk 
to the southeast entrance near the Treasury 
office. 

Hardly had the carriage halted before both 
Mrs. Carter and her daughter became 
aware that a man was standing in “the 
southeast doorway of the State House, who 
gazed at them very earnestly. His stare 
was rude in its intensity and Mrs. Comins, 
as she drew near, thought he must be some- 
body who recognized her and who thought 
that she ought to recognize him. But she 
did not, and as she entered the building and 
passed along to the Treasury door the man 
turned and followed her. 

She tried the door and found it locked. 
Mrs. Comins then left the building, the 
stranger following her to the door. 

At about 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon 

Maj. Gerrish, returning from dinner, found 
a man standing outside the Treasurer's 
door. 
“Hello,”’ said the stranger to the Deputy 
Treasurer. ‘“‘You are just the man I want 
to see. I want to get a $20 bill cheneec 
The banks are all closed and the traders 
on the street have all made their deposits 
and don’t want to let me have the change. 
Can’t you accommodate me?’’ 

The Major, knowing that on a Saturday 
merchants are avaricious of their change, 
was willing to accommodate the stranger, 
and they entered the office together. The 
Deputy Treasurer opened the. vault and 
cash box as usual, A 
- He first opened the door of the safe and 
took out the vault key. He next unlocked 
the vault and entered and pulled open the 
door of the cash box, from which he took

HARD TO ROW. 


HMfaryard Crew Out for Practice With 
Damon in How. 

(Special Dispatch to the Boston Journal.) 
Montville, Conn., June 5.—The Harvard 
crew took its usual practice today. A short 
row in the morning and a long stretch in 
the afternoon, the distance covered in all 
was about 12 miles. The order remained 
the same as yesterday, except that Wright- 
ington, who is suffering from a_ slight 
Strain, was laid off. Damon rowed in 
Wrightington’s place at bow. The water 
‘in the morning was good, but in the after- 
noon a fresh breeze sprung up. For about 
half the course it made Harvard’s heavy 
boat hard to row. This and poor blade 
| work made the time slow. 

The use of a new’ set of oars, fastened 


with an anti-crab button, contributed also 
to making watermanship poor. It seemed 


as if the men could not keep their oars from 
hitting the water on the recover. Bow and 
3 offended in this respect most of all The 
result was that the boat lurched a good 
deal. The new oars were somewhat shorter 
‘than the old ones, and broader in the blade, 
They enable the crew to hit the stroke up 
more, but whether they do as much work 
as the long ones is still a question. 

The Hreshmen have imvproved wonder- 
fully in the last two days because of Mr. 
Watson’s coaching, but there was plenty of 
room for improvement, and they are still 
poor in time and blade work. They splash 
badly, and the four bow men are not ex- 
actly with the four stern men. In addi- 
tion, bow and 2, while they start the stroke 
with 3, allow him to finish his body swing 
before they do.
